They nere alao 
very frlendly with and fumlabed information to Harro Schulze-Boyaen and hia 
wife» id)o «ere exeouted in Berlin in 1942 for uxiderground activitiea* Herbert 
Engelalng atten^ted to interoede wiiii the Geatapo on behalf of Schulae-Boyaen 
after hia arraet^ but unauooeaafully. 

Ingeborg Sngelelng»Kohler had applied for a viaa to enter the United 
States in 19S9« but due to the war» waa presente d from leaTing Gemasy» She 
re-applied for a 0* S* Tisa and on January l, 1947^ waa iasued a quota rlaa 
by the 0« S* Conaulate*GeneraI at Zurich» Switterland* She left Switserland 
in Uarohf 1947» and entered the Uhited States at Hew Tork City» April 7, 1947» 
aboard the SS Gripaholm* She haa applied for 0* S« oltiaenahip.

Upon her arriTal in New York City , Ingeborg Engela ing. Kohle r waa met 
by one Paul A« Kes^ner, fcmerly a prooLlnent German banker oonneoted with the 
Hende le sohn fim in Germany* Kampner preaented her with a oopy of a book en* 
titled "Germany *s Underground," by Allen Ulelah Dulles, Maomillan, 1947. One 
chapter of this book deals with the Rote Eapelle (Red Orohestra) plot against ' 
the Naais and desoribes Sohulze-Eoysen aa a Ruaaian espionaga agent. Ingeborg ^ 
Engelaing-Kohler atated that it waa frcan reading this book that she first leamed 
that Sohulze-ficysen waa oonneoted with Ruas^ espionage* Prior to that time, / \ 
she had^jStnsidered him as engaged in politioal aotiTtties, which she * ^ 

deacrSfe as "aufklaeunz" (sSighteniaa ^il, Ingeborg Bngels^Cg-Eohler first oet x . ^ 
Harro^ltøulae-BoyBen andjM ed/»T>^ibertaé,^ infonhally a!t"a aooiad party given 
at the hcme of one Tfemer^ton Simaohn, loeatéd at Wlnklerstrasse Grueneweld, 

Berlin, in 1958* ^be deseribed von Simaohn as en anti.Nazi who was oonneoted 
with a Qerman-Kngliah export company and who had been prominent in Germany prior 
to Hitler *a rise to power* Von Simaohn reportadly c ame from a family of the . 

German nobility and his grandfather had orowned the Ehiperor. She said that ron 
Simsohn had attended school with Harro Sohulse-Boysen at the University of 
Freiburg in Baden. Von Simsohn is presently residing in England. 

Subsequent to meeting the Schulae-Boyaens, the Bngelslngs beoame olose 
personal friende of thelra and they nøt frequently at their respeotive hornes . 

Ingeborg Bngelslng*Kohler especially became a very dose friend of Urs. Schulae. 
Boyeen. Conoerning Sohulze-Boysen, she said that while a student about the 
time of Hitler *8 rise to power, Schulte-Boysen had headed a small politioal group 
comprised mostly of students and had published a paper oalled "Die Gegner," (The 
Opposition). In about 1954, Sohulee-Boysen was arrested for thase polltlcal 
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activities axid sent to what she tenned a house of oorreotion for a short 
tina* åSter his release f ren thls iaprlsoxunent» be ente red the Gen&an åXr 
Corps and beoame a pilot in the Luftwaffe* Ho later galned tbe rask of an 
officer and was assigned to Herman Goering*s oounter-espionage division of 
the Air Ministry* In thls poeitioSf Sohulte-Boysen was able to obtain oon- 
siderable information, and she recalled that he wat «ell»posted, both on 
Geman Amy plans and also on the strength of tbe Russ lan Amy, the where- 
abouts of Russian troops* and the location of Russian war industries* Ha 
epoke Russian* 

Between 1956 and 1941, the Engels ings siui the Sohulte^Boysens sssr 
eaoh other every tvro to three woeks* After 1941, the two families drifted 
apart beoause of the faet that Schulse»6oysen and his wife did not get aJLong 
mell together* They saw eaeh other infrequently in 1941 and 1942* They usu- 
ally met at the Engelslng home, idtich was looated at Bettinstrasse 2 6, Berlin, 
or at the Schulse-Boysen home, located on Wautts trasse in Soharlottenburg, Ber» 
lin, and later in a section of Berlin knoim as Ife stend* During the war, she 
said she was of tbe opinion that Schulse»Boysen bad continued his anti»Hasi 
polit ical aotivities and both she and her husband thought that Sohulse-Boysen 
would be an important political figure after tbe war* She stated he was aotiva 
in gathering information and spreading this information by word of mouth among 
other antl^Wasis for the purpose of oembatting tbe oontrolled German press* 

She said she knew of only one paper written by 8ohulse*Boysen whloh was a 
leaflet eomparlng Napoleon to Hitler and arguing that the German invaslon of 
Russla could not be suocessful* She said she did not believe that Sohulee- 
Boysen was a Communist but rather, would olassify him as an eztreme liberal 
or sooialist, and said that she thought he was motivated by his high idealistic 
Tiewpoints* She said that both sbe and her husband fumished Sohulce->6oy8en 
with information whioh they obtained in the oourse of their own underground ae» 
tivities* She and her husbaxxd were very friendly with one Hane^^^kobke , idio was 
a Geman offlcial ooxineoted with the Ministry of the Xnterlor and who is now 
the Ch^f^of flolice at Me^n, Germany* "rrbm Globke the Engelsings were able 
to obtedn political information and information conoerning the polloles of the 
Geman Gcvexnment which they, in tum, tumed over to Sehulee*Boyeen* In addi* 
tion, Herbert Engeleing, being employed in the moving pieture induetry in Ger- 
many, obtained information from leading aetresses end other figures within the 
industry indlcating the anti-Bazl ^ndenoy whioh existed in Berlin at the time* 
She said that she did not be^nw^r husband knew any more of Sohulse-Boysen's 
true activities at the time t^^she did* She said she knew that Sohulee- 
Boysen was in touch with one^^lone, a well-known Italian autbor who presently 
resides in Switterland gsd^^o is an author of a book, the German title of 
which is "Brot und Yfein,J^Bread az^ Wii^e*) ^ 

Through the two Engelsings, Harro Schulse-Boysen vas introduced to 
Holffluth Himpel, the Engelsings* family dentist, and Maria Terwiel, Hlinpel*s 
fiancee, and to one Hugo Busohmann, who rented an apartment in a home owned 
by the Engelaings* 
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Har ro Sohalte-Boysen was ar re e tad by tha Gestapo in Saptambar of 
and Gestapo agents followed the activities of Mrs« Sob ul sa -Boys an 
clcsaly for tvo or thrae weaks thare after until Mrs* SobuXsa Boysan attamptad 
to asoapa and 9\w too was arrestad. Scbul sa -Boys an and hia wifa and a 
nimber of othar indiriduals involvsd with tbam in thair aotiTitles wara 
hangad in Berlin on December 23, 1942* Ingeborg Engalsing-Hoblar statad 
thare «ax no publicity ahataver in the Gaman papars oonoernlng tha arrast 
and axecution of any znambers of Schulsa-Boysan^s groupi that she laamed of 
Schulsa-Boysan*8 arrast from Schulsa-5oyaan*s fatbar, who is still rasiding 
'in Gamany. His naioa is E» Scbulsa, rasiding at Prinsauhoahall Bfualhaisi^jx^ 
^Idorf, Germany (English sone). Ha is a diraotor of tha German firnr7i^!5«5as 
>(flautsoba Haschina Aktien Gasallschaft). Sba spoka to B. Sohulsa after tha 
axecution and he told har that ha than knew all about what Sohules-Boysan 
had dona but it was battar that sha did not know and ha would not tall har any 
more. It was from him that she laarned of Sehulsa-6oysen's arrast and exa- 
eution. 

Conærning Mrs# Sah)øfM-Eoysen, Ingeborg Bngelsing-Eohlar said that 
thay did not baliava that involTsd in tha aotivities of her husband. 

Her maidan name was Libe rCaySaas-Haye, She oame from a vary famous Gaman 
familyi har grandfather was Prince Philip von Eulenberg, who had baen a olose 
friand of Kaisar Wilhelm. Hrs, Sohulse-^Boysan^s mother was one of von Eulen- 
berg *8 eight ehildran* Sha aloped with an actor ntuaed Haas-Eeye, whoo she later 
divorced, Urs. Sohulsa- Boysan was onø of three children, two daughters and a 
som of this marriaga. One daughtar Ottora Haas-Heye, is married to Count 
Douglas of tha Swedish nobility, and tha 8 on, whoae firet name Ingeborg Bngelsing- 
Kohler did not remamber, was employed by the United Pre se during tha war. After 
tha exe eution of the Soh ul se -Boys ens, Ingeborg Engels ing*Kohle r leamed about 
otbar individuals ytho were also arrested and executed for oomplicity with tham.

Tba^Kgelslngs moved in to tha Bettins trassa 2 ^ hcme at Grunawald, 
Berlin, in ApA^, 1939, and in August of 1939, they reawd an apartment in this 
house to Hugd^DSflschmann, Buschmann was manager of tlSi^^tarnit Corporation, 
Rudow, Barl^, and his wifa's maidan name was Margi t j ww ry, who was a Rumanian 
by birth. Tha Engals^gs and Buschmanns bacama closa friands and the Engal- 
sings introducad tba^uschnanns to Scbulsa -Boysan, In oonnaotion with his 
employinent wltri tharotarnit Corporation, it was nacassary for Busohmazia to 
travel a gre at daajL and Ingeborg Engels ing» Kobler knaw that he fraquantly made 
trips to Jugoslavia, Hungary, and Austria. Sha sald that he also made several 
trips to Cologne, Qarmany, Ingeborg Engelsing^Kohler had ho ard that when Krs, 
Bu8oh.-nann was young, sha had been a Communist and the Busohmanns had ooma of 
Lenin books in the ir apeirtment, and on one oooasion, Buschmann had lent one 
of Lenin *0 books to Schulse-Boysen, and upon the arrest of Sohulse-Boysen, the 
Gestapo found this book in his possassion and implioatad Busohmaxm for this 
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røason# BusoVunaim, «ho «aid, waa arro«tod hy the Gostapo In 1943^ and imprisoned 
and quoBtioned for six ireoks^ but he wae later releasad» After ra le ase, he 
oontlnued with his eoployrnent vlth the Ete mit Corporation unti^^he defeat ' 
of Germany* After that time, Eosohmaim beoame president of thglj^ntral Stelle 
Verhaendelt Vérsollgun^” In the Russ lan sone of Berlin, i^oh^^mdesoribed as 
belng one of the bureaue «et up by the Russ lan Ansy of Oooupation engaged in the 
dlstrlbution of food* She said he was employed in thls oapaolty by the Russ lans 
for a short tlms, but apparently beoame disgusted with the Russlane and on one 
oocasion, oritloised them for belng ^Just like the Nasls,” and so reelgned from 
this pceltion and returned to his old job with the Eteralt Corporation in Berlin* 
She belie^ves he Is new reslding in Berlin in the English sona* She has heard 
that he had been offered a position with the Anarioan allitary govommant* She 
eaid she did not think that he waa a Conviunlst* She knew of no reXati'ves of 
the Bus^imann*s, exoept Mrs» Busohmann^s mother, who oomsdtted auioldo whlle 
Busoh&ann waa in the oustody of the Gestapo in Maroh of 1943» She desorlbed 
Busohmam as belng orer «ix feet tall, blonde hair, blue eyes, usually well» 
dreaaed, and handsoae, about 45 years of age*

She Icnew very little oonoeming hin exoept that he li an author bom 
in ^he Geman Bhinelandi that hii wife*a name vaa SCHH^BBL» WEI86NB0RN had 
livpd at one time in South itnerioa, re turning to Germany ahortly before the war 
begw. She aet WEXSBNBORN again in Konatanz» Switzerland^ in 19(6, ehere he 
eana on a leoture tour« At Konatanz IVEISENBOKN read a play written by him entltled 
*Die^ Il le galen,* (The Illegal Onea)* Thia play ahe aald waa baaed on the under» 
ground aotivitlee of the SCHULZB»30YSEN group In Berlin. She said, howaTor, the 
play did not oc«utaia any indloation that 8CHULZE-B0YSEN vas involTed in Huseian 
eapionage although it did mantion that aoae of the group vere Coiamuniata. She 
said ahe haa read the play and haard it read by IVEISENBORN and that the name a of 
the prinoipals inTolTod in the play are fietitioue, but at the end of the play 
VfEISEMBORH haa ooji^iled a Hat of name a of the aotual IndiTiduala inrolTad 
in the SCHUUE-30YSEH group.

courts, She stated be dld not work with or for Leon Hild, who. is head of the 
French Folice in Konstane, but then her husband was aoquainted with hlm on a 
personal basis. Her husband bad advised hlm unofficiaXly on somø matters,
